NEW YORK, Feb. 1—It is announced that 
Thaw's attorneys will 


Jate this afternoon apply to Justice X«nvfour«er of the Supreme court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, directed against the district attorney, to compel him 
to show cause why Thaw should not bo committed to a private sanitarium, 
instead of the state asylum for the criminally insane at Matteawan. 


NEW YORK^ Feb. 1—Harry Thaw was acquitted of the murder 
of 


Stanford Wiilte-shortly after nooii -tortay,'tlie grounds being insanity. Im- 
mediately after the jury had returned its verdict," Justice" Do,wling- com- 
•riiltted the prisoner to the asylum l'».r the criminal insane at Matteawan, 
subject to his pos>fl>Je recovery. Tii e .fury had been out 25 hours almost 
to the minute, and is said to have taken in the neighborhood of a dozen 
hallots before reaching a verdict. Th e next to the deciding: ballot is re- 
ported to have,stood nine for acquittal and three for convict ion hi some 
degree of murder, less than first. During the( argument following this bal- 
lot, one of the three Tiolfling out came over for acquittal, and the other 
•men capitulated. 


Evelyn Thaw, the wife of the prisoner, and Josiah Thaw, his brother, 


were in the court room at the time the verdict was received. 


Mrs; 
"William Thaw, mother of the prisoner, was at her hotel where 


word was phoned her. It is said she fainted upon hearing the verdict. 


Upon the jury stating that they had reached a verdict, Thaw was told 


to arise. He did so, and the finding of the twelve men that he was "not 
jjuilty on the grounds of insanity," was read to him. Thaw smiled broad- 
ly and resumed his seat, turning to smile at his wife and brother, wlio re- 
turned thje greeting. 


Jerome and Littleton each sought to g;iin the floor, but Justice Bowl- 


ing waved them down, and before any argument could be offered "'^ either 
side, announced that lie would comni: t the prisoner to Matteawan at once. 
Thaw was then taken back to the Tombs to await the further action of the 
court, which will not he taken until next week. 


In the meantime Attorney Liltl«(on will seek to 
have the prisoner 


committed to some private sanitarium, and it is probable ivill later ask 
for an insanity commission, before which he 
will seek to prove Thaw's 


present sanity.

Sentor Hafner's bill to institute in 


Ohio under police power what Penn- 
sylvania does under license to regu- 
late saloons will put to the test those 
who have deplored that Ohio has not 
some such way to regulate saloons as 
the Pennsylvanija system. Mr. Haf- 
ner's bill is not a license measure. It 
assumes to regulate the conduct of sa- 
loons by a commission that shall pass 
upon the qualifications of men who 
may engage in the saloon business. 
The bill provides that mayors of cities 
or villages and presidents of boards 
of township trustees shall appont a 
known as a "liquor tax commission." 
The commission is to grant certifi- 
cates to carry on the saloon business, 
but may refuse them if not satisfied 
v/ith the character of the applicant or 
if the place is objectionable owing to 
location.

Few people realize what a tremen- 


dous amount of scholarship, energy, 
research, artistic skill, and 
capital 


are required to produce such a great 
bird display as we now 'have on ex- 
hibition at the book store of Mr. T. 

In the first place, ex- 
perts from all over the State of Ohio 
were employed, many of them on high 
salaries, to keep a record for years 
of the habits of birds, their nesting, 
their migrations, and in fact, every- 
thing connected with their bird life.

HE gowning of her last-born is 
often a problem with the busy 
mother. When the first baby or 


two arrived on the scene, making the 
tiny coat*, frocks, sacque*s and petti- 
coats was a pleasure. But as these 
babies grow into big boys and girls 
and other wee figures come to fill their 
places In cradle and high chair, the 
making of many sm^l garments is apt 
to degenerate into a burden almost | 
grievous. 


Yet every mother should try to find 


pleasure in this sort of sewing, for 
never again in the children's lives will 
the results of her handiwork give her 
such pleasure. 
A 
daintily 
dressed 


baby, from 
twelve rhonths to three 


years, Is a bright spot In any home 
circle. If the mother is burdened by 
many household tasks or social duties, 
then she should press the elder daugh- 
ters into this service, and teach them 
that dainty sewing can be turned to 
other uses than the making of hand- 
kerchief blouses and embroidered lin- 
gerie for themselves. 


Until a baby learns 
to 
creep or 


toddle about into all sorts of mischief 
damaging to frocks, white is the one 
!<ue to be chosen for all garments, in- 
door or outdoor. And in fact, white is 
the most economical hue. because it 
will wash and dry-clean as no delicate 
tint ever will. But the word "white" 
should not mean that babies do not 
need warm 
raiment, just like their 


elders, in winter. Of course, in steam- 
heated homes or houses kept almost at 
blood-heat by furnaces or stoves, the 
wash fabrics can be used exclusively. 
The up-to-date mother, however, does 
not keep her home so hot. and there- 
fore it is often better to have wool 
slips to wear under the white wash 
frocks.

HAIR HINTS TO SUIT SPRING MILLINERY

LREADY Paris is sending advance 
news about spring millinery, and the 
first models point a moral to the wo- 


man who would be strictly -up-to-date. She 
must look well to her hair, its condition and 
modes of dressing. 
The haf tilted on the 


left side to show well-groomed tresses be- 
neath, and the tiny toque with sharp wings on 
either side, for all the world like Mercury's 
cap, lead all hat shapes. This last means 
hair to set off the hat, not a hat to set 
off the hair, so it is none too soon to 
get your riair in prime condition if 
you -would meet the spring and sum- 
mer styles half way. There will be no 
friendly shadows of drooping crowns 
and thick veils 
to 
hide carelessly- 


dressed tresses this coming season. 


Perhaps the most important item in 


the condition of the hair is cleanli- 
ness. Tou may have hair that reaches 
below your waist, but If you neglect 
to shampoo it, and it hangs dead and 
oily, then the girl with the hair to her 
shoulders, who 'keeps 
it clean and 


bright, will make a far better showing. 


Time was when there was a set rule 


for shampooing the hair once a month. 
This rule cannot be applied io every 
woman, for the girl with oily hair 


Yolk of one egg, one pint of rain- 


water (lukewarm) and one ounce of 
rosemary spirits. 


Beat the mixture thoroughly and use 


it warm, rubbing ft well into the scalp. 
Hlnse In many waters and dry the hair 
In the sun. and open air if possible. 
Always select a dry. sunshiny day for 
shampooing. 


Sometimes a dry shampoo Is very 


beneficial and imparts to the hair a 
pleasing odor. If any of my readers 
who would like such a formula will 
send me a stamped and self addressed 
envelope. I should be glad to send It 
to them. 


But do not think that shampooing 


the hair now and then will serve to 
keep It fluffy and In generally good 
condition. Tour hair needs daily at- 
tention, just as other parts of your 
body. 
Many girls have parted their 


hair so long in one place that little 
bald spots begin to appear, or the hair 
fails to grow thickly about the tem- 
ples 
Nothing is better for this con- 
than pure \aseline. but be care- 


ful when putting it on to rub it into 
the scalp and not get it all ,over the 
hair. 


Be careful to use combs and brushes 
should shampoo it once a week, while of goo(1 quality, and alnne all things, 
all 
blondes 
should 
shampoo every 


other week at least. Neither will the 
same shampoo preparation serve for 
all heads. The girl whose hair is nat- 
urally dry needs a stimulating sham- 
poo with oil in it to feed the scalp, 
while' 
the 
girl with over-much oil 


should use a shampoo containing in- 
gredients which tend to dry up the 
superfluous grease. 


For the average head, the following 


shampoo is very beneficial: 


avoid the wire brush—you might as 
well scratch your scalp with number- 
less pins. 
Choose a brush with good 


bristles, not too hard, and a comb of 
celluloid or shell, rather than rubber. 
At least once a week ventilate your 
hair by running your fingers tlirougii 
It and tossing 
it 
so 
that the air 


reaches the scalp: and the ofUsner you 
elt in the sun with your hair hanging 
loosely down your back, the better. 


I And most Important of ?ll. massage 


the scalp to-day, to-morrow and every 
day. 
This is worth all the tonics in 


the world, for tonics are of no avail 
poured on the whole mass of hair. To 
be of real benefit, the tonic must be 
rubbed Into the scalp by massage. 


Especial care should be, given to the 


hair when it starts to grow about the 
forehead. New hairs are apt to show 
themselves here, and 
no 
amount -of 


hair dressing will cover up an unsight- 
ly ragged line 
about the face. 
To 


keep this in good condition a massage 
oil of equal parts of vaseline and pure 
almond oil is beneficial. 
These two 


Ingredients 
should 
be warmed 
to- 


gether and applied while still warm 
about twice a week, massaging the 
lotion well into the scalp. 


Girls who have blonde hair that is 


apt to take on a faded look will find 
great benefit In using a mixture of 
fine yellow corn meal and orris root. 
Spread a large piece of old linen over/ 
the side of your bed, and let your head 
hang over this. 
Then rub the corn 


r.ieal mixture well into the scalp and 
through the hair. Shake out and rub 
in more of the mixture 
Repeat this 


several times, then ttake a rather soft 
brush and brush gently until there is 
no meal left in the hair. 
This the 


blonde girl should do once every week. 
It is cleansing as -well as stimulating. 


Frequent changing of the method of 


wearing your hair is very beneficial.

Tlie salted nuts and candi"s 


sh'-uld be dry an-1 crisp "r they will 


Keeping Fruits and Vegetables 
A 


cellar, dark, dry, well-ventilated, curd, and save It from turning dark. 
where the winter temperature 
never goes higher than forty de- 


grees nor lower than thirty-three, is 
the best place to keep winter vegeta- 
bles. Turnips, potatoes, carrots, beets, 
and parsnips can be stored there— 
preferably In barrels laid upon the 
side, after heading- up, with holes In 
both heads and around the bung Bar- 
relled apples also keep well In such 
a place. It should not have bins; they 
give harborage to dirt 
taints. 
A smell, it should be under- 


stood, is kindly nature's danger-signal 
of some condition that needs to be 
abated. 


If fine fruit, such as winter pears or 


choice apples, must be kept In such a 
cellar, wrap separately in tissue-paper, 
and set so as to barely miss touching- 
upon a. ventilated shelf. ThlB may be 
either of inch-wide hard-wood slats, 
nailed a quartei -inch apart, or thin 
hard-wood board, with 
quarter-inch 


holes bored thickly all over it. Such 
shelves should be movable. In sum- 
mer, 
when the furnace is out of. com- 


mission, they 
may be swung upon 


ropes hung from hooks in the ceillns 
of the main cellar, and used to hold 
fruit 
and 
fresh 
perishable things. 


Swing them one above another, in »»ta 
of three. Bay ten Inches apart. After 
filling them, tie a wide cheese-cloth 
sheet, one big enough to surround th» 
shelves, up to tha celling hook, then 
fasten it so as to Inclose the whole 
set. 
This keeps out flies, gnata, and 


dust, while not preventing free access 
of air. 


Spread things such as green pea*, 


string beans, spinach, and green re»»- 
tables generally, in a thin layer all 
over a shelf, first washing the vege- 
tables very clean, and draining them 
fairly Often one can buy from a huck- 
ster or market-man several days' sup- 
plv for what one would otherwise pay 
for a single dish. Do not wet either 
cauliflower or young cabbage. 
Put 


tliem on the highest shelf, first tying 
down 
th«» outside leaves with soft 


string. 
AVatcrproof 
paper 
may 
be 


tuck"«l lijrhtlv over the 
cauliflower 


Three hours before cooking heads thus 
kept, trim them, wash well, and put tn 
cold water with just a suspicion of 
salt in it 
If they are wilted, it will 


freshen them greatly. In a cool cellar, 
well covered and away from dust, caul- 
iflower ought to keep a week, and 
cabbage too. Beans are unsafe after two 
or three days. Peas will keep a week, 
or, if the yare of the big marrow-fat 
sorts and well filled, ten days. All 
sorts of vegetables should be looked 
over every day, and those which show 
signs of mould or rot, removed, along 
with all those touching the mouldy spot. 
Once a week empty the shelves and 
wash well, finishing by a rinse with 
clear lime-water. 


Give each sort of vegetable a sep- 


arate shelf. Especially tomatoes. 
IT 


frost find a crop of fully matured 
green tomatoes on the vines, they may 
be ripened through the'next month, by 
plucking them carefully, each with an 
inch of stem, wrapping them in soft 
paper, and setting them separately 
upon cellar shelves or upon trays— 
•wooden trays—In a kitchen closet. The 
warmer the place, the quicker the 
ripening. It must not, however, be too 
warm, or the tomatoes will rot very 
quickly. 


Radishes, lettuce and celery are all 


Ul to keep. All three require moisture, 
yet will not bear lying in water 'be- 
yond a few hours. Radishes will keep 
crisp for two or three days If they are 
tied carefully in bunches of a dozen, 
and hung so their tap-roots can touch 
water, then set In a cool place. Some- 
times the earn* treatment will keep 
lettuce ID fair condition. Bet tha heads 
separately, root* down. In shallow cups 
three parts full of water, cover each 
head with a sheet of paraffine-paper. 
and tie tho paper well down round the 
oup. Keep cool and. If light strikes the 
cups, turn them around daily. Celery 
will keep for a day or two if each root 
is wrapped separately In a moist clean 
cloth, then In a thick dry cloth, and. 
set. stalks up. In a cool dark place-— 
one Just above the freezing-point Is
